The Great God being pleaſed to reward him 
on Earth, before he took him hence to receive 
a more 'glorious Recompence in Heaven, has bleſ- 
ſed him with a Male-child, Born the 2oth. of Fane, 
in the Year 1688. being, according to the Engliſh 
Style, the Feaſt of the Holy Trinity, betwixt the 
Hours of Nine and Ten in the Morning, 


The Catholick Ruler acknowledged fo valuable a 
Grace beſtowed on him by the Creator of all, 
and returned his due Thanks , rejoycing that he 
was: like to breed up a Son himſelf in the Divine 
Precepts , that might be equally Heir both of his 
Father's Greatneſs ,, and moſt ardent Zeal for the 


Catholick Religion. 


By an Expreſs from his Majeſty this News arri- 
ving at Rome, the Second of July, occaſioned a 
Jubilee in the Breaſt of the moſt Holy Paſtor , 
and univerſally filled all with extreme Joy. 


Whereof there were publick Demonſtrations, and 
for Three Days ſucceſſively was ſolemnized the 
Nativity of this Royal Infant, beginning from the 

25th,

25th. of the fame Month, the Feaſt of St. James 
the Apoſtle, in the manner following. 


His Eminence, Cardinal Philip Thomas Howard 
of Norfolk, of the Order of the Preachers, Titular 
of St. Mary at the Minerva, deſigning the Church 
of St. Thomas of the Engliſh Nation, tor the return 
of Thanks to God, richly hung it with Brocard Silks 
and very noble Tapeſtries, which, with the facred 
Veſtments, appeared ſo Splendidly, by the Refle&ion 
of a vaſt Number of Lights, that it reſembled a 
. Palace of the Sun, and even dazled the Eyes of 
the Beholders. 


Leave being obtained of his Holineſs, the Mor- 
ning of the ſaid 25th. Day there was a Chappel 
for the Cardinals, where were preſent Eighteen of 
their Eminences, who Gloried much in this, That 
after ſo many Years they were at laſt met together 
to congratulate the Nativity of a Son of a Catholick 
King of England. 


Here was celebrated the High Maſs, at which 
aſſiſted the moſt Famed Muſicians , and choiceſt 
Singers, making their ſeveral Vertues to be admi- 
red by their Angelical Voices and Harmonious Con» 
ſorts. After the Communion 7e Deam was begun, 
which being followed by them, was accompanied 
by a Conſort of Drums and Trumpets, and divers 
Salutes of Mortar-pieces, got, ready for that pur- 
poſe, that for a long time made the Lat#an Fields, 
and Banks of Zyber to reſound. 

Hts 
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His Eminence cauſed Wine, Bread, and Cheeſe, 
and other Refreſhments, to be diſtributed to the 
Servants, Foot-men, and Coach-men, of their Emi- 
nences the Cardinals that were at this Feaſt; who, 
while Eating and Drinking, made continual Huz- 


zacs of Yiva, for his Eminence and. the Royal 
Babe. 


He cauſed alſo a great Fountain of moſt noble 
Archite&ure , painted over like Marble, to be 
erefted , covered with Gold on the Corners and 
Edges, on the top whereof were the Arms of his 
Majeſty of Great Britain , adorned with a rich 
Crown, ſupported by a Lion and Unicorn, near 
whereto, in the Night, were ſet great Numbers of 
white Wax Lights, adding Beauty to this ſtately 
Straure ; that for Three Days together, and as 
many Nights, run-no ſmall Quantity of exquiſite 
Wine for the benefit of the Publick, and was difſtri- 
buted in exa& Order by Men habited in Veſts, with 
the Arms of his Eminence imbroidered on them. 


| All the Palace of his' Eminence contiguous to 
the forementioned Church of St. 7homas , in' the 
Three Rows of Apartments without, was beſet with . 
Torches of white Wax, and below were Links on 
ſeveral Poſts of Wood planted on the Ground 
about. the Palace, making that vaſt Fabrick by an 
unuſual Miracle more reſplendent than even the 
Heavens when fulleſt of. Stars.

His Eminence alſo cauſed a Mount of Earth to 
be raiſed in the Court of the Erg/i/ſþ College , 
joyning to the ſaid Church of St. 7homas, on the 
top whereof was made a Majeſtick Theatre , all 
adorned with rich Tapeſtries 'and Greens, ſet toge- 
ther by a curious Workmanſhip, in the midſt of 
which , the Firſt Day ( to imitate the Ancient 
Cuſtom of Loydon on their Solemn Feſtivals ) was 
roaſted a whole 'Ox, the extreme Parts all covered 
with Gold and Greens, and within full of young 
Pigs, and ſeveral forts of Fowls, that from divers 
Parts of the Ox ſeemed, thongh dead, as if they 
would fly Death, thruſting out their Heads and 
Feet at the ſeveral Holes in it, which were 
certain to ſerve either: as a prey to the devourin 
Flames, if they fell there, or to the People, if 
pulled - thence. | | 


And” for the roaſting the ſaid Great Animal, 
there was a Machine erected, framed with great 
Wheels, turned with Six Men in Coats with the 
Arms of his Eminence gilded on them, and Caps 
with the like ; who , going round that Theatre, 
diſpenſed Fleſh and Bread in great Quantity to 
the People ; making frequently loud Atclamations 
of Yiva, for the new Prince of England. 


It gave. no little Content to ſee the People that 
thronged to get the Meat, and when ſome with 
no ſmall Pains were come. up juſt "ready to re- 
ceive it, they were ſtrongly beat back by a Mul- 
titude of others, that with all the Force _—_— 
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thruſt up'to this Machine ; and in like manner was 
it great ' Pleaſure 'to behold the covered Food taken 
out 'of a Man's Hand after he had got it with a 


at deal of Sweat, by thoſe that could not have 
it from the Diſtributers. 


One greedily ſnatched the Bread and Meat, ano- 
ther went to Drink, a third returned - to the 
Theatre or to the Fountain ; one Clamoured, ano- 
ther at a diſtance called for Things 5 one asked 
for Wine, another cryed out to make way that 
he might come to Eat and Drink. And thus Eat- 
ing and Drinking ( not to loſe-time in the Nar- 
ration ) in all appearance it looked like an ,in- 
ward Jubile'; and ſuch a 'SpeQacle was fo pleafing, 
that- all 'Rowe - unanimouſly confeſſed they had not 
ſeen the like. . 


During the Illuminations, the Lights in the Air 
excited not- only this City but the Neighbouring 
Places, to the, greater Rejoycings. 


Two good Conforts of Drums and - Trumpets 
continuing all the Three Days and Nights, made all 


that Feaſting Neighbourhood ring again. 


And''in the Palace of his Eminence was heard 
moſt incomparable Mufick, and Symphonies of the 
beſt Inſtruments; where his Eminence gave great 
Quantities of Refreſhments to. all thoſe Perſons of 
Quality that were there met together for the Fe- 
ftivity of the Royal Infant.

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© . His Eminence did: alſo. Exerciſe: the wonfed-Adts 
of his Generoley , diſtributing large. Por on 
the modeſt , indigent Perſons -of "the - Pariſh ot 
St. Catherine , where. his Eminence lives, and the 
like to the Pariſh of St. Mary at, the Miverua,: of 
which he is Titular ;_ and tefides he gave a rich 
Regale to- all of ' his Court proportionably to their 
reſpective Charges. 


And other, Cardinals and Princes, , that were. ei- 
ther. allied by Relation to his Majeſty, .or were 
his Dependents , 'or-well affedioned, to. the King- 
dom, made their Feaſtings for the happy Birth gf 
the Royal Babe, by ſetting up ſo many Torches arc 
Lights at / their Palaces, and making ſo many Fires 
about them ,, that it {eemed .as if they would be 
reduced to Aſhes in the Flames. 


_ Sir Foha Lytcott, Knight, Agent for his Majeſty of 
Great Britain, illuminated all the -Windows ' of; his 
Palace, which ſtznds in the Strada Gregoriana,.. with 
a vaſt Number of white Wax Torches for Three 
Nights, where continually, as alſo the Three Days , 
Drums- and Trumpets ſounded, :and at his own Ex- 
pences he ,made -all the - adjoyning: Streets to. his 
Palace to. be inlightned by the hanging up many 
Lanthorns with the -Royal .Arms of Evg/azd\, and 
Links, the whole being accompanied with the Dif 
charge of a great Number of Mortar-pieces. 


Over. the Portal of- bis . Palace. which was. all 
hung with red Damask, and. with Galioon-and Fringe

of Gold, 'was ſcen'expoſed a rare Picture, the work of 
ſome able Apeles, morethan 12 Hands high, on which 
was drawn the Royal [nfant, with the Habit of the moſt 
Noble Order of the Garter, and every way encom- 
paſſed with a great Laurel, which deſcended from 
Heaven, and: was upheld by Two Angels, and girt 
about with a aumerous Army of the ſame, one where- 
of held the Royal Crown of Erg/axd ; another in one 


' . Hand a Shield, with the Arms of Eng/ard, and with 


the other the Sword and Garter; another had an 
Olive-branch in its right Hand, and in its left the Croſs 
of Union of Eng/and with Scotland; and another above 
the reſt, in- the opening of the Heaven, on a Label 
exhibited theſe Words, 

* 50 Serus redeat. 

And over .the Picture of the moſt Serene Prince 
were his Arms (7. e. Three Feathers of an Oftrich ) 
with this Motto, 

ch Dien, 1. e. I ſerve. 

Below at a diſtance was the Sun riſing in the Z4ff, 
Figuratively expreſſing the Child Born to be the moſt” 
Reſplendent Sun of the Catholick Heaven ; and alſo 
there was ſeen the Sea, with a Naval Fight, where 
the Invincible Courage, and Renowned Valour of the 
Admiral of Exg/and Triumphed over their Enemies. 


This Pifture made its Beholders immovable, who, 
though they well knew that it was made by Colour- 
ing and Pencil, and that it had only a Surface, never- 
theleſs ſeemed to cheat themſelves; infomuch that 
they believed the Objets there repreſented, not 
feigned, but true; They faw the Child ſtir, the _ 
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x0 The Rejoycings at Rome 
of the Angelick Troops clap together, the Waves of 
the Salt-Element -move, and:. more than that,” dyed 
with Blood, the broken Maſts, the torn Sails, and 
the Sterns ſhatteredin pieces ; there were ſeen labour- 
ing to ſwim, thoſe that remained alive out- of the 
ſinking Ship ; they ſaw the Souldiers, and: the gaſp- 
ing Mariners, the Sport of the Waters, and'it appeared 
to them, that they asked their help ; they ſaw the 
Fire of the Cannons, and if they heard not the Sound, 
they fancied-it, which becauſe of its diſtance ceuld nor 
reach them; and if many had not been thruſt away 
from that Place by the People that came to admire 
ſo Worthy a Work, they had been fixed there for a 
long time. And this Picture was in the midſt of 
Two, one of the King, and the other of the Queen, 
and above theſe was that of his Holineſs. 


He cauſed alſo the Second Day an Ox to be Roaſt- 
ed, with other Animals within it ; and becauſe the 
Strada Gregoriana was too {treight for ſuch a Perfor- 
-mance, he choſe the Square of 7rinita. de Monti, near 
thereto where it was Roaſted in a ſpacious Place ; and 
there the Fleſh diſtributed with Bread in great abun- 
dance, where the Wine run out of a fine Fountain,for 
Three Days, and as many Nights together, and- the 
ſame, and like accidents followed in the diſtribution 
of it, as what were recounted in that of his Eminence 
Cardinal Howard. 


The Scotch College ſet up over the Portal a very - 
Charming Pifture, where was ſeen the Royal Babe in 
Swadling-Clothes, lying on a very rich Cuſhion, on 


ONE 
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one ſide whereof were Painted, on-a_ well wrought 
Pillar, the Three Crowns of the Three Kingdoms of 
England , Scotland, and Ireland ; and on the other, 
at an agreeable diſtance, there was ſeen a. riſing Sun, 
alluding, as that before, to the,Birth of the Royal 
Prince ; and over the Pifture was this Motto. 


Magnus Amor Matris, 


I Magnum Patris Incrementum. 


And that Pifture was placed in the midſt of Two 
others, one repreſenting the King his Father, on the 
right Hand, and, the other, on the left, the Queen his 

other ; and all the Three were under a rich Canopy 
of Red Damask , edged with Gold, whereto were ſet 
ſome Torches before, that made them ſeen as clearly 


in the Night as Day. | ; 


And if the Piftures of Sir Fohn Lytcott were won- 
derful, theſe rousd, in thoſe that beheld them, the 
unuſual amazement, ſeeming that-if they ſtood ſilent, 
it was not that they could not ſpeak, but becauſe ſi- 
- lence became a Royal Decorum in this ConjunCure. 


And for Three Days they had Illuminations, not 
only all over the Front of the- Church and the Col- 
lege, .but alſo of all the Houſes that were near, both 
of one and the other ſide the Street, af their-proper 
Expences. 


And in like manner there was caſt for Three Days, 
and Three Nights, abundance of Wine, from a pretty 
contrived Fountain, placed on one fide the Portal of 

the 
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the Colledge, adorned with Excellent. Paintings and 


Greens, and. on the other ſide were diſtributed. ſeveral 
hundred Loaves of. Bread:to: the Poor. 


And to this the People flocking together to Eat and. 


Drink, as in other Places, made of its felf a very de- 
lighful Sight. 


There they diſcharged, ſometimes betwixt the*Day | 


and Night, 1 50 Mortar-pieces; there they burnt many 
Hoglheads. ; the Trumpets ſounded from the Windows, 
and the Drums in the Streets. WE. 


They alſo made a very Splendid Banquet, for all 
thoſe of the Scozch Nation that they found ih Rome. 


The 7rceline Nuns, lately founded by the Pious Mu- 


nificence-of Mary Beatrice, Queen Conſort of England, 


and the moſt Serene Laura, Dutcheſs of Medena, her. 
Mother, in acknowledgment for ſo great a Benefit, 
had Maſs 'Solemaly Sung in their Church, and 7e 


Deum, with Gilroy of Mortar-pieces ; and- for Three. 
I 


Nights made rich Illuminations and Lanthorns, with 
the Arms of the King of Great Britain Artificially 
diſpoſed over all their -Cloyſter. 


The Convent of the Dominican Fathers of the Ex 
e/iſþ Nation, Dedicated to St. Fobn and Paul, enlight- 
ned for Three Nights all their Church and Convent, 
and particularly their Steeple, that ſeemed in the 
Darkneſs of the Night, as if there had been raiſed 
from Earth to Heaven another Sphere of Stars. £ 
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' The 7reſþ Dominican Fathers of 'St. Si/tus, and St. Cle- 

ment, alſo ſet up innumerable Lights: on their Church 
at Convent. 


. The Religious 1riſe Fravciſcans of: St. Jfidere, made 
2 very Glorious appearance of Lights,'that adorned all 
the Frontif-picce of their Church for Three Nights. 


Mr. Michael Plunket , Agent in Rome for the Iriſh 
Clergy, had very many Lights at all the Windows of 
his uſual Habitation, / for Three Nights after the fame 
manner. | 


But no leſs conſiderable was' the Magnificent De- 
monſtration of Joy, both by Fireg'and Lights. that 
were made the Three Nights, by — Selayne, an Iriſh 
Man, Profeſſor of Divinity in the College de Propaganda 
Fide, and Door of the Sorbonye. 


And very many'other conſiderable Perf6ns,in Token, 
either of Dependance on ' His Majeſty, or out of Re- 
verence, or AﬀeCtion to him, Rejoyced 2s orhers did, 


_ with Lights, Torches, and Fires, for ſo happy a Birth. 


All the People of Rowe were only in thoſe Places 
where the Rejoycings were made, - the'reftof the City 
remaining Unpeopled. | 

Every one grieved that he could not be at the ſame 
time, in all thoſe Places, where theſe Teſtimonies were 
givea for Joy of the Birth'of | fo-great -a-Prince ; fo 
that while they injoyed the Sight'at one — 
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afflicted themſelves with the conſideration of loſing it 

at; others; 43S Trepind 34 6- >; 933 09 . 


And thoſe that ſought nothing but Eating and 
- Drinking, complained _ Nature, for that t had 

not made'them more Bellies, «or thoſe they had, larger, 
and all would: have been Briarew's, - that they. might. 
have ſtretched out an Hundred, and Hundred Arms 


© - to receive ſo many Portions. 


In fine,: all, Raye .Rejoyced, every. Inhabitant in it 
Feaſted, and nothing elſe was heard all over, but the Glo- 
 rious Name of the Happy Fames Il. in whom the Divine 
Bleſſings were ſeen apparently, to reward his:Heroick 
AQts, in having: granted him a Succeſſor, who-tread- 
ing in his Fathers-Steps, ſhould purſue the Courſe: of 
- his Catholick Glories. - vie” | 


The Sevex Hills Burned, and ſeemed one only Light, 

and” one-'only Fire, and in deſpight-of - the: Horfors 
of the Night, gave a clearneſs more'reſpletident. than 
that of the greater Planet at noon Day ; and they look'd 
ſo, as when by the Cruelty of Nero, they were made 
a prey to the Flames, or that they repreſented the fa- 
' mous. City :of Troy, when by Treachery it was made 
2:Trophy to the Fires. | 


The Conſorts of Muſick, the Feſtival Sounds of the 
Drums, Trumpets, and Mortar-pieces, and the com- 
mon Acclamations that gave Applauſe to the Ergii/h 
Rulers;:and Tributes of Joy! to the Born Infant, ſeemed 
by conſent even to deafen; Heaven. - 
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
